July 12th, 2017 


Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 26 people present including 3 
guests. After introductions, he asked if there were any proposals for membership, 
and two prospective members received applications. Later in the meeting, Cliff 
(KOCA) made a motion to accept Chris Schulz (NR9Q), an Extra Class holder from 
Mendon IL, as a new member, and it was seconded by Rocky (KEOKCR).The 
motion carried. Rocky (KEOKCR) made a motion to accept Kenneth Keith 
(KEOBKL), a Technician Class holder from Hannibal and the motion was seconded 
by Kenny (KEOKCQ); the motion carried and Chris and Kenneth became our 
newest members! Welcome Chris and Kenneth! 

Don asked if everyone read last month’s meeting minutes and asked for a motion to 
accept. Rocky (KEOKCR) made a motion to accept, and it was seconded by Chet

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Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report for March 2017. Last month’s 
Ending Balance was $1,361.42, this month’s Ending Balance is $1,412.42, and the 
CD Balance is $1,325.94, making the Club’s Total Assets $2,778.36. A motion to 
accept the Treasurer’s Report was made by Kenny (KEOKCQ) and seconded by 
J.D. (WOAJD). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 

The 88 machine is now fixed. Shane (KDOUUW) picked up the repaired equipment 
and Tommy with A&W Communications gave us a set of new cans at no cost. 
Verne (WSUYF) discovered that the power was off. The Hannibal Board of Public 
Works was notified. There was considerable confusion as to who owned the 
property. The BPW maintained that American Tower owned the site and had 
disconnected the power. Shane contacted American Tower, and they claimed to 
have abandoned the property. Cliff (KOCA) found a letter dated 2009 that indicated 
the BPW still had ownership of the site. Shane (KDOUUW) will take the letter to 
the BPW office and try to see if they will turn the power back on. If not it will cost 
the club $16.90 a month to get the meter re-installed. 

Shane was also interested in purchasing the old Kenwood radio that Cliff had 
donated to the Club as well as the old repeater cabinet. He wanted also to see if the 
T2000 was repairable and possibly purchase it. After discussion as to the condition 
and value of the radio, J.D. (WOAJD) made a motion to sell 1t to Shane and it was 
seconded by John (NOJA). The motion carried. Don will see what Shane will offer 
on the 2 meter Kenwood and cabinet and email the members. 


Unfinished Business: 

Mike (NA9Q) for gave us a report of the joint Field Day June 24" and 25" with the 
Quincy Club. Mike thanked everyone that came up from the Club and participated, 
particularly Larry (WB2UFO) for providing and supervising the GOTA station, and 
to Larry and Ann (KB9BAL) for providing the pork loin for the meal.
